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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the Final Office Action from the examiner in charge of this application in 
response to applicant's amendment dated 1 0/5/2006. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitation in claims 
1 and 10 of each closure means having "a fixed portion and a selectively rotatable 
portion" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing'should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
element 15 as being an open port and element 16 as being a closed port as described 
in the specification, page 7, lines 14-18 (Figure 2 shows both elements 15 and 16 as 
having the exact same configuration.) Any structural detail that is essential for a proper 
understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 
608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it includes legal 
phraseology "means". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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8. Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-12, and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over USP 6,460,951 to Baxter et al in view of USP 6,017,228 to Verbeek 
et al and USP 5,686,700 to Carpinella. 

Baxter et al discloses a cable organizer 12 comprising all the elements recited in 
the above listed claims including a base, a rear panel, a top panel; oppositely arranged 
side panels; and a front panel; said rear, top, front and side panels being arranged to 
enclose an interior portion of said cabinet; wherein, said front panel includes a door 14 
which opens to allow access to said interior portion of said cabinet; each of said top and 
side panels comprises a planar surface including one or a plurality of openings 36 
through which electrical cables may pass. The differences being that Baxter does not 
disclose (1) power supply means located in said interior portion; and said power supply 
means is adapted such that only one power cable need pass therefrom to the exterior of 
the cabinet to be plugged into a live receptacle; (2) closure means for placement in said 
openings to selectively open and close each of said plurality of openings, each of said 
closure means comprising a fixed portion and a selectively rotatable portion; (3) a desk 
housing the cable organizer cabinet, and (4) the door comprises at least one panel 
adapted to slide parallel to the front panel when place in an pen or closed position. 

Verbeek et al teaches the idea of providing a cable organizer 18, such as shown 
in Figs 1-2, with power supply means located in an interior portion in order to provide 
electrical receptacle to the cabinet organizer; and said power supply means is adapted 
such that only one power cable need pass therefrom to the exterior of the cabinet to be 
plugged into a live receptacle, and a desk 4 housing the cable organizer cabinet 18 for 
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powering electrical devices supported by the desk. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to modify the structure of Baxter et al by providing the cable organizer with 
power supply means located in an interior portion in order to provide electrical 
receptacle to the cabinet organizer; and said power supply means is adapted such that 
only one power cable need pass therefrom to the exterior of the cabinet to be plugged 
into a live receptacle, and a desk housing the cable organizer cabinet for powering 
electrical devices supported by the desk, as taught by Verbeek et al, since both teach 
alternate conventional cable organizer structure, used for the same intended purpose 
' for housing electrical elements, thereby providing structure as claimed. 

Carpinella teaches closure means for placement in an opening of a desktop or 
tabletop to selectively open and close said opening, said closure means comprising a 
fixed portion and a selectively rotatable portion in order to provide a closure means 
having a finished appearance, with adjustable opening to snugly accommodate cabling, 
and simple adjustment of the opening for quick and easy addition and removal of 
cabling. Therefore, it would have been obvious to modify the structure of Baxter et al by 
providing closure means for placement in said openings to selectively open and close 
each of said plurality of openings, each of said closure means comprising a fixed portion 
and a selectively rotatable portion in order to provide a closure means having a finished 
appearance, with adjustable opening to snugly accommodate cabling, and simple 
adjustment of the opening for quick and easy addition and removal of cabling, since 
both teach opening means for accommodating cabling, used for the same intended 
purpose, thereby providing structure as claimed. 
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In regard to the door comprises at least one panel adapted to slide parallel to the 
front panel when place in an open or closed position, it is well known in the cabinet art 
to provide a door either hingedly connected to the housing or slidable parallel to the 
front panel of the housing when place in an open or closed position based on an 
engineering design choice. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
